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A novel solid pharmaceutical dosage formulation of hydrophobic drugs is disclosed, which provides enhanced dissolution an 
improved bioavailability. The hydrophobic drug is deposited electrostatically on the base substrate. The dosage form may i 
any phannaceutically acceptable additive, disposed within a carrier that is segregated from, but in contact with, the deposit.
